Rome, via Paris, Sept. 25.—Cardinal 
Jerome Mary 
Gotti, 
prefect of the 
propaganda, fainted and fell in his 
office today, striking his head violently 
on the floor, says the Idea Nazionale. 
He suffered slight concussion of the 
brain, and his condition is considered 
grave because of his great age, eighty- 
one years. 


Cardinal Gotti was appointed to of- 
fice in 1905. The office he holds is 
one of he most influential in the Cath- 
olic church. .All strictly missionEiry 
lands, such as some parts of America 
and of Africa, are under the propa- 
ganda. 
Cardinal Gotti was one of 
those mentioned as a possible suc- 
cessor to Pope Pius X.

Three Theories Offered. 
A reporter ,for the Herald spent an 
afternoon of investigation in Racine, 
however, and after dissecting a mass 
of rumors and town gossip, he learned 
that the three, most plausible theories 
as to'What started the run are as- fol- 
lows : - 
First That the -Racine Times had 
stated that while the incipient run was 
still a.mystery, one of the theories ad- 
vanced was that "Germans and Aus- 
trians ha'd become worried because of 
stories of. the possible effect of the 
loan, to the allies by 'New York bank- 
ers, or withdrawing their deposits as 
a protest in spite of the fact that local 
banks have nothing to do with the pro- 
posed loan." 
Second, That chance remarks, made 
by dissatisfied pro-German depositors, 
caused other depositors to believe 
that the bank was not in a safe condi- 
tion. 
: 


Third. That the pay checks of an au- 
tomobile concern • now 
in 
financial 
straits, were returned to employes of 
the concern marked "no funds," lead- 
ing the employes, largely uneducated 
foreigners, to believe the bank was 
without funds. 


All Are Paid in 'Full. 
The run on the bank commenced 
Thursday morning. All yesterday and 
up 'to early this afternoon there was a 
steady stream of depositors calling at 
the bank and 'demanding their money. 
The bank officials ordered the doors 
kept open until 6 o'clock last evening, 
and evrry depositor was paid ' in lull 
without question. 
. Shortly after the bank . doors were 
tnrown open.this morning between' 
$1)00.000 and $400,000 iri currency ar- 
rived from Chicago and placed in the 
.bank 
vaults. 
Simultaneously 
large 
deposits were made by the chief man- 
ufacturing interests of Racine, repre- 
senting an afrereerate 
capital of ap- 
proximately $50,000.000.

These measures include main- 
tenance of Greece's treaty obligation. 
Greeks Welcome War Move. 
Athens,. via Paris, Sept. 25.—Great 
relief has .been caused 
throughout 
Greece by the order calling for mobili- 
zation o( the army. 
The pebple ap- 
parently are glad to .exchange uncer- 
tainties of politics for a possibility of 
war. ' 
It is not thought, however, that hos- 
tilities will follow immediately, al- 
though it is generally believed-in un- 
official circles at least, that the strug- 
gle between Greece and Bulgaria can- 
not be avoided eventually. Mobiliza- 
tion is under way today and proceed- 
ing quietly. 
The people are some- 
what bewildered by the latest turn of 
events, not knowing whither it may 
lead them. 
King . Constantine, who 
recently 
passed through a severe illness, is in- 
disposed, and his conference with 
Premier Venizelos has been postponed 
for a day. 


Bulgars Object to Call. 
London, Sept 25.—Reuter's corre- 
spondent in Moscow said the Bulgar- 
ian colonists in that city have declined 
to obey the call to the colors. They 
telegraphed to-King Ferdinand and 
Bulgarian statesmen- messages depre- 
cating a campaign 
against 
Serbia, 
stating that they would never partici- 
pate in a fratricidal war.

Thirty Killed in Fighting 


In Streets of Mexican City; 


Border Situation Critical

Thursday afternoon, a state depart- 
ment announcement today says.

No foreigners appear to have been i 


among the killed. Thirty American j 
women are reported to be fleeing from 
Cananea to the border. 
The announcement, based on official 
dispatches,'says that Carranza forces 
arrived at Cananea at noon on Sep- 
tember 23, but evacuated the town at 
seven o'clock 'on the same evening. 
Left without protection the town 
was soon the scene of wild rioting. 
General Maytorena, it is said has 
promised to send Villa troops to the 
garrison at Cananea. 


,^ Civilians Provoked Attack. 
Officially it was said at the state 
department today, and 
corroborated 
at the war department that it had 
been definitely established in 
some 
cases of shooting on the border, that 
the deputy sheriffs and civiliana on 
the American side, had provoke'd the 
attack. 


Representations were made to the 
governor of Texas, and strict orders 
issued to prevent a recurrence of such 
incidents. 


Expect Critical Turn. 
Brownsville, 
Sept. 
25.—Another i 
critical turn in the turbulent relations i 
of Americans 
and 
Mexicans on the I 
lower Texas border was evident today I 
as a result of yesterday's raid by Mex-1 
ican bandits at 
the village of Pro- 
gresso and casualties sustained by an 
American army detachment, which 
finally routed the invaders. All of the 
Mexicans, probably eighty in number, 
were said to have escaped safely into i 
Mexico, but strong army patrols patrol.1 
every inch of the Rio Grande bank, tol 
prevent repetition of the raid. 
j 
The escape of the Mexican, raiders : 
across the river, was regarded in civil-1 
ian and army circles here as one of I 
the gravest features, of yesterday's1 
battle. When American soldiers1 pur- 
sued the maurauders to the river bank, 
it was reported by Major Anderson of 
the Twelfth cavalry, they were met 
by brisk fire from the Mexican side, 
where several hundred Mexicans were 
concealed. Tt was also reported that 
a (number of the raiders 
wore khaki 


uniformes, but whether they were con- 
nected with the Carranza garrison 
•which holds various border towns op' 
posite Progresso 
and 
Brownsville, 
could not be learned. Later dispatches 
from the Carrauza agency said the 
soldiers were not Carranzaists. 
Find Two Soldiers. 
Captain A. V. P. Anderson of the 
Twelfth cavalry and Private Cecil W. 
Kennedy. Central Lake, Mich., who 
were found yesterday, were reported 
to be in no danger. The body of Pri- 
vate Henry W. Stubblefleld, Big Sione 
Gap, Va., who was killed by the Mex- 
icans, is being held for relatives. The 
total of five or-six Mexicans killed in 
yesterday's battle has not 
been al- 
tered by any further report of casual- 
ties today. 
Another new phase of the border 
situation which . Brownsville people 
discussed today .was the announce- 
ment that General E. E. Nafarrete, 
Carranza commander at 
Matamoros, 
would not be removed from his pres- 
ent post. Jt has beetle charged that 
he lacked sympathy with the efforts 
of Americans to rid this section of 
bandits and has failed to keep liis own 
soldiers within bounds of military 
rules. The decision not to remove 
him was reached by General Trevino, 
Carranza's commande'r of the north- 
western part of Mexico, v^ho made a 
trip 
(o 
Matamoros to investigate 
charges against Nafarrete. The Mex- 
ican, band, which caused the 
battle, 
first looted the store at Progresso at 
dawn, while the American patrol of 
twelve men was at the river. The pa- 
trol spends the nights at the river and 
the days at Progresso. 


Shot from Store. 
When the soldiers reached the 
store, Private Stubblefield stepped up- 
on the porch and was shot and killed 
from within the store. Two ballets 
pierced his body. 
Up to this time the soldiers were 
unaware of the presence oC Mexicans, 
'who quickly fled toward the river. In 
the running battle that followed four 
of the Americans' horses were shot 
from under them. The fighting lasted 
for more than two hours.

Dumba's usefulness as the Austrian 
ambassador to the United States has 
ceased and that if given merely "leavo 
of absence" he would 
nevertheless 
still remain accredited. 
The right of the government to da- 
mand the recall of an ambassador 
because of his personal acts is uu- 
questioned under .international law, 
and according to officials if the Aus- 
trian govrnment persisted in refusing 
to recall Dr. Dumba, passports could 
be handed to him.

OUR SATURDAY NIGHT. 


A strange story of a soldier's post- 


card, in which the writer informed his 
parents of his death, has been told by 
H Russian officer to a correspondent 
or i.ho "Kieff Jiysl" at the front. The 
]>ostei!nl ran ns follows: 


".My ;ie,ir Parents,—I send you my 


fonrlesi love from the trenches, also 
to my brothers and sisters and my 
clear aunt Alexandra Petrovna. This 
i? my last letter, for I have to inform 
you 
that I am dead. I have been 


killed in action.—From your loving 
son. Egor Alexeev." 


"This "letter," explained the officer, 


"has been written by a soldier in my 
company. Egor Alexeev by name. He 
v,-;ts si jolly fellow, who did not know 
-what fear was. You could see him al- 
ways in the front in any bayonet at- 
'.ark. 
He had extraordinarily good 


luck. Several times his cap and even 
his shirt have been shot through, but 
he would invariably come out of an 
attack without a scratch. About three 
weeks apo I noticed a great change in 
him. 
He seemed to have lost all his 


jollinfs.-!. 
I asked him what was the 


nir.ner with him, and so did his com- 
rade?, but he made no answer. 


"About, a fortnight ago we were, in 


the front trenches, betas'.showered 
with machine-gun fire. Egor Mcxeev 
crawled up to me and said: "'Please, 
your honor, do me a favor. Here is a 
letter to my parents. Will you post 
H for me?' I was rather annoyed at 
his request, so unnecessary as it 
-ppmed to me. 
'Can't you post it 


yourself?' I said to him. 'Why should 
you worry me about such a thing?' 
His answer was quite unexpected. 'I 
shan't be able to do it, your honour, 
for I shall soon be killed.' 'Don't talk- 
nonsense,' I shouted at him, but he 
went on: 'You will see, your honor I 
shall soon be. killed. 
Do take this 
'"tier. If you post it yourself it will 
lir more sure to reach my parents.' 


"There was no time to argue, and I 


put the postcard into my pocket. A. 
week passed, but Alexeev was still 
alive. 
A few days ago he asked me 


whether 1 had sent his letter home, 
for it was very important, as it in- 
formed his parents of his death. 'Are 
you mad?' I asked him. 'What do you 
mean by informing your parents of 
your death?' 
'I am no longer alive.' 


lie answered gravely. 'I am a dead 
man.' 


"That very niprht Egor Alrxeev was 


killed outright, without having previ- 
'nusly had a single scratch. -His post- 
card to his parents was thus a mes- 
sage from a dead man." 


The "London Observer," of recent 


date, publishes this little story. The 
incident is one of the many tragedies 
of daily occurrence in the great war 
zone. 
These tragedies are so com- 


mon that but few of them are record- 
ed. An army of heroes are meeting 


• death every day 
without, notice or 


recognition, and unmarked graves tell 
the story. 


The Russian soldier had a premoni- 


tion of death some time before it oc- 
curred, but his courage was undaunt- 
ed. Hope mus'. have been abandoned, 
for he believed that he was doomed, 
yst he continued faithful in service 
until the end. 


Some writer said, not long ago, that 


all the armies of the old world, now 
engaged in mortal combat, were a 
revelation. The same 
courage, the 


same fortitude was evidenced on ev- 
ery hand, and men went, forward to 
meet almost certain death, apparently 
without a tremor, and frequently with 
a song on their lips. 


The soldier in the ranks may be 


stimulated by his surroundings and 
encouraged by <he hope of victory, but 
there is a larger army of women and 
children back in the homes, scattered 
all over the old world, where the hero- 
i=m.and courage .to meet life, with a.ll 
i'; loneliness and uncertainties, is 
mor?,sublime than, the .courage dis- 
Blayed on the battlefield. -Here is a 


. 1?Uer, received by a. mother,, announc- 
ing the death of her son. 


"The lacs of No. 4 platoon A Com- 


pany and myself send to. you our 
greatest sympathy for-thre-loss of your 
son. 
You cannot'imagine how niuch 


we miss him, We are from all ranks 
of life, and each and every one of us 
looked to him as our leader and our 
hops, and worshiped the ground be 
trod on. On August 2, Lieutenant 
Proctor, myself and two privates were 
working on a piece'.of trench that -was 
dangerous. We started at 2:00 p. m., 
digging and shovelling until 7:15 p.m. 
The two privates Trent away to tea, 
but Mr^ Proctor and 'myself stopped 
to finish. All the while we were work- 
ing an enemy's sniper was sniping at 
vs. Mr. Proctor took a periscope to 
find out if possible it he could detect 


- him, wben^I heard a shot. I saw Mr. 


Proctor with his arms on the parapet 
and his head down, I lifted his head 


and found he had been shot. 'I car- 
ried him down to the trench and he 
gasped Ills last." 


The English papers are crowded 


with incidents of this kind, and yet 
but few of these tragedies • are ever 
recorded.' The wife and mother usual- 
ly waits in uncertainty, hoping against 
hope and 
frequently never ; knows 
where her loved one met his death, 
. Heroism on the' field, la the hospi- 
tals and in the homes, mark the pres- 
ent age as the moat heroic age in his- 
tory, and its annals will be read by 
generations yet unborn, with rever- 
ence and gratitude. It will be an ob- 
ject lesson in sublime endurance, for 
time to come.

Human life is the cheapest thing to- 


day in existence, and the men who 
command the great armies, BO regard 
it. When a battleship is lost with a 
thousand men, the statement is made 
that the men can be replaced tomor- 
row, but it takes time to build a ship. 


That sounds like a cold-blooded 


proposition .and it jars our" sensibili- 
ties, yet it is one of many of the. grim 
lessons of war. It Is 'an open ques- 
tion, which time alone can decide, as 
to what will be the final results on 
the standard of the world's morality. 


One fact stands out prominently, 
and that, is that death is as natural as 
life, and much of the dread connected 
with the' final tragedy has been re- 
moved. -The men who are meeting it 
today so bravely and unflinchingly 
are men of every creed and many of 
these creeds are 
the 
old • world's 
creeds. 


We luive been sending our mission- 


aries to fior.i'e of these benighted lands 
for years in an effort to' save their 
souls from perdition, and teach the 
people a better way to die. 


The faith which these people pos- 
sess is the heritage 
of centuries 


through which generations have come 
and gone. It has satisfied the fore- 
fathers and it satisfies them. 


It is not popular to criticise foreign 


missionary work, because the spirit 
which prompts it is commendable, 'and 
yet the fact is too often overlooked 
that heathenism needs civilizing, more 
than it needs a passport to glory. 
These people are dying today in 
great multitudes. Many of them are 
sorely wounded, and suffering untold 
agony, but they seem to face the fu- 
ture with sublime faith, and death has 
no terrors, while their fortitude is un- 
rivaled. War has always been the 
great civilizer, and out of this hot 
crucible may come a better knowledge 
of how to live.

Wife'pied During Exodus. 


Petrogi'ad, via London, Sept. -18.— 
Dr. Claranee D. Usher, Mr. and Mrs. 
Yarrow arid••'.' thirteen '/other, persons 
coraprisingi the- missionary 
..staff-at 


Van, 
Turkish Armenia, passed through 
Petrbgrad" yesterday on "their .way to 
'Bergen, Norway; having, had to-aban- 
don to pillage and flames, the .result 
of seventy years' work at Van. 


Aged Mrs. Reynolds broke her lee 
in the hurried flight 
from 
Van .'and 
died at Tiflis two days before her hus- 
band reached there 
from 
America. 
Mrs. Usher died oE typhus fever short- 
ly before the flight. Dr. Usher was 
attacked the same 
day a's bis- wife 
was stricken. He still is scarcely able 
to walk, 'although he has 
recovered 
from the disease. 
The entire party suffered great hard- 
ships on the road. Already weakened 
through the long nursing of thousands 
of refugees, virtually all the members 
oC Hie parties' were scourged by dis- 
ease and were forced to halt at Tiflis.

Van again is in-the hands of the 
Russians, who are declared to have 
found the canals and trenches choked 
with untold thousands of bodies who 
had been unable .to escape and were 
killed. It is stated that in addition to 
the mission corrpcund all the better 
.^buildings.;in the city were' destroyed, 
"including.- the borne of the governor 
.and the headquarters of the Armenian 
•government.' • The massacre, the mis- 
sionaries report, was directed by Jev- 
•det Bey, who hart 
burned the com- 


pound before retiring from 
the first 
siege'of Van in 1hc early summer. 
When Jevdet .returned he. took a ter- 
rible 'vengeance for the raising of the 
siege by the Armenians volunteers. 
Dr. Usher in a cable dispatch to"~lhe 
American board of commissioners for 
foreign missions, received in Boston 
•June 11, said.the Americans.of 
the 
Van mission were safe, but that as- 
sistance was urgent. 
He reported 
that the Mohammedans were starving, 
but said there «'sre about 1,000 per- 
sons: in the.

Cars for War.—Importance of 
Motor li Demonstrated In 


Europe.

Washington, Sept. 22.—the invent- 
ive and organizing genius of the Am- 
erican automobile engineer and pro- 
ducer has come into its own. Out of 
that fact is destined to grow an auto- 
mobile army service corps which, in 
size and effectiveness will te one of 
the seven military wonders -of the 
world. 
. 
The recent selection of the new 
United States Naval Academy Board, 
headed by Thomas A. Edison, of two 
past presidents of the Society of Auto- 
mobile Engineers, the two thousand 
members of which are essential fac- 
tors in every branch of the automobile 
and allied industries, is a striking 
recognition by the 
federal 
govern- 
ment of the part that the automobile 
now plays in the problems of war. 
The motor car has become such a 
vital element of transportation, in ad- 
dition to its effective and often dram- 
atic use for offensive warfare on'the 
battlefields of Europe, that those in 
charge of American military policies 
have thought it wise to crystallize its 
large possibilities in forming plans 
for the national defense.

- It is believed by Joseph A. Anglada, 
'a, prominent consulting engineer, who 
is also vice-president and a member 
of the Council of the Society of Auto- 
mobile Engineers, that the modem au- 
tomobile can be developed to even a 
higher degree of efficiency as part of 
a great military plan than has been 
demonstrated by the warring nations 
of Europe. 
Mr. Anglada asserts un- 
qualifiedly that in the drafting-rooms 
and executive offices of the industry 
that now ranks third in point of size 
in1 this countr.y, lies an almoiit incal- 
culable element of protection to the 
United States in time of attack by a 
hostile nation, and he gives graphic 
reasons for his belief. 
Importance of the Auto. 
"In the great scheme of modern 
transportation," says Mr. Angluda, "no

were then Democrats; and largely be- 
cause they charged the Republican 
party with being of "Knownothing" 
sympathies.

and religious contentions in a poly- 
glot country like ours, I don't mean 
consider such perils to flee them. 
That is silly and only makes them 
worse, but sensible American citizens 
will face these issues now or Itiey 
will find them grow more 
serious 
with time. 
These letters are seldom written 


carefully. 
They dash here and there 
in many instances, and they, neces- 
sarily, are often of an assertive and 
individual sort. 
It is not unusual for 
some one who disagrees with, what 
he may consider my immature 
and 


often unsupported assertions to think 
them merely vagarious and perhaps 
prejudiced personal views of a "back- 
number." As an opportunity to point 
a moral T want, therefore, to quote 
briefly from Dr. Shaw's editorial page 
in this month's Review of Reviews. 
He is certainly quite part from my 
narrow field, and has long ranked as 
one of the country's most cultivated- 
and thoroughly informed publicists. 
In discussing the.duties of citizenship 
he makes sweeping criticisms of our 
system of education and to its failure 
attributes the consequence that "the 
standards and methods of our politi- 
cal and organized life are lower than 
those of our private life." 1 have 
nowhere seen a more sweeping In- 
dictment of our schools than this. 
But he says further: 
"Thus our great institutions, though 
more and more costly in their ap- 
pointments 
and 
maintenance, 
are 


painfully aware thai they are not pro- 
ducing the results that 
ought to be 


manifest. 
Many of their students-—a 
possible 
majority—cannot' 
write 
a 


well-phrased or correctly spelled let- 
ter. 
They do not know the Bibie, or 
Shakespeare, or Charles Dickens." 
This, and more, of our "great insti- 
tutions." But 
why expect of stu- 
dents more than would be realized in 
many of their teachers? Our trouble 
with our "great, institutions" is that 
they use in their publicity efforts too 
many of the talents they once only 
exemplified the editors of circus post- 
ers.

HEALTH TALKS

THE FRONTAL" SINUS 
Neuralgia, or "neurology," as many 
sufferers cart it, is not alwaya what 
the victim dopes it out to be. One 
of the "conditions so commonly mis- 
taken, for neuralgia that it deserves 
special consideration is inflammation 
of the frontal sinus. _This is no new 
disease; just a little new light on a 
very old and vulgar ailment. 


In the'frontal bone, just over the 
eye socket, is an air space or "sinus 
on either side, communicating by a 
narrow channel with the nasal pas- 
sage on that side. 
This space is 
lined with mucous membrane which 
is a continuation, of that lining the 
nasal 
cavity. 
Hencs 
acute and 
chrome inflammations of the nasal 
cavity—coryza or catarrh1—hay read- 
ily extend into the frontal sinus and 
give a lot of trouble.

•Yorkers who were interested in see- 
ing what a hostile army marching in- 
to New York would look like, gather- 
ed at Van Cortland Park today and 
saw. The army was composed of 
about 
10,000 
National 
Guardsmen 
from the .New York city boroughs aod 
their maneuvers were said to be on 
the largest scale ever attempted 
in 
the United States. 
Having earlier in the day marched 


off into the woods to the north of tbe 
park, in the afternoon the army 
marched back, while 
Gov. Wihtman, 
2,000 other special guests and many 
tbpusands of the public looked on anil 
cheered.' First came the 
screen of 
cavalry aud the advance guard, with 
their flanking parties and after them 
the regular infantry advance guard, 
followed by the main 
body of troops 
the rear guard trailing all. 
The men, horses, ambulances and 
other equipment occupied two hours 
in their advance upon the park.
